NEW YORK, April 19.—The story of how the Titanic met its 
fate was told today to the United States Investigating Committee 
-jnto the Titanic disaster by J. Bruce Ismay, managing director of 
the White Star Line. When asked the circumstances under which 
he left the boat, Mr. Ismay replied almost in a whisper: 
‘‘One of the boats was being filled. Officers called out to 
know if there were any more women to go. There were none. No 
passengers were on the deck. As the boat was being lowered I got 


into it.’’

Speed Was Increased. 
1» Smith: Kindly describe her 


{She left Cherbourg about midday Thurs- 
day. She was proceeding under 70 revo- 
lutions. On the second day out she in- 
creased her revolutions to 72, and made 
that day 579 miles. On the third day 
speed was increased to 75 and she cov- 
ered 646 miles. The weather was clear. 
We struck only a little fog on the third 
day. The accident took place on Sunday 
night, the exact time I do not know. I 
was asleep. The ship had never been 
run full speed. Her top speed was 78 
to 8 revolutions and one set of her boil- 
ers was never used. 

Smith: Describe what you did at the 
time of the first impact. 

Ismay: I lay in bed for a few min- 
utes, not knowing what had happened. 
I then got up and asked the steward 
what the trouble was. He replied he did 
not know. I then got on my clothes and 
went on the bridge, Where I found Capt. 
Smith. I asked him what had happened, 
and he said, “We have struck; we are 
leaking badly.” 

“Ig it serious?’ I asked. 

“I fear so,’’ he answered. I heard the 
order to get out the boats. I met one 
of the officers on the starboard side 
who was giving the order. 

Telle of His Quarters, 
Smith: Who was that officer?

The printed rolls of first and second cabins, compared with the list of the survivors on the C 
pathia, show that of 341 first-cabin passengers 212 were saved, 154 of them women and childre 
and that of 262 second-cabin passengers 115 were saved, 102 of them women and children. Of th 
third-class passengers, 800 in number, 136 survive, of whom 83 are women and children. 

Of 985 officers and crew, 199, including 22 women, reached the Carpathia. A few in e 
class doubtless escaped enumeration on the Carpathia. 

Accepting the estimate of the Carpathia’s officers, that 700 survivors reached the ship, com: 
parison with the total, 2388, shows that 1688 are unaccounted for. There is but the faintest hop 
that any of these reached any other ship. 

Cause, responsibility and similar questions regarding the stupendous disaster will be tal 
up in time by the British marine authorities. 

No disposition has been shown by any survivor to question the courage of the crews, hundreds of whon

On the bridge from 10 o’clock on were First Officer Murdock, 
Fourth Officer Boxhall and Sixth Officer Moody.

“It was my duty to stay there until relieved. I was not re-

Our boat was 400 yards away when 
the ship went down. The suction near by must have been great, 
but we were only rocked somewhat.

Rush of Frightened Women 
and Children as Crash Comes 


When the erash came and the rush of frightened women and 
crying children to the deck began, enforcement of the‘‘ women 
first’’ rule became rigid.

The glassy sea, the starlight sky, the absence, in the first few 
moments of intense excitement, gave them the feeling that there 
was only some slight mishap—that those who got into the boats 
would have a chilly half hour below, and might later be laughed at. 
It was such a feeling as this, from all accounts, which caused 
John Jacob Astor and his wife to refuse the places offered thém in 
the first boat, and to retire to the gymnasium. In the same way 
H. J. Allison, Montreal banker, laughed at the warning, and his 
wife, reassured by him, took her time about dressing. They .and 
their daughter did not reach the Carpathia Their son, less than 
2 years old, was carried into a lifeboat by his nurse and was taken 
charge by Maj. Arthur Peuchen. 
The admiration felt by passengers and crew for the matchless- 
ly appointed vessel was translated, in those first few moments, into 
a confidence which for some proved deadly. 


“Women First’’ Rule Put in Force. 


In the loading of the first lifeboat, restrictions of sex were not 
made, and it ‘seemed to the men who piled in beside the women 
that there would be boats enough for all. But the ship’s officers 
knew better than this, and as the spreading fear caused an earnest 
advance toward the suspended craft, the order ‘‘Women first’’ was 
heard, and the men were pushed aside. 

To the scenes of the next two hours on those decks and in the 
waters below, such adjectives as ‘‘dramatic’’ and ‘‘tragic’’ do but 
poor justice. With the knowledge of deadly peril gaining greater 


‘power each moment over these men and women, the nobility of.the 


greater part, both among cabin passengers, officers, crew and 
steerage asserted itself. : 
Isidor Straus, supporting his wife on her way to a lifeboat, 


was held back by an inexorable guard. Another officer strove to 


help her to a seat of safety, but she brushed away his arm and 


clung to her husband, crying: ‘‘I will not go without you.’’ 

Another woman took her place, and her form, clinging to her 
husband’s, became part of a picture now drawn indelibly in many 
minds. Neither wife nor husband reached a place of safety. 

Col. Astor, holding his young wife’s arm, stood decorously 
aside as the officers spoke to him, and Mrs. Astor and her maid 
were ushered to seats. Mrs. Henry B. Harris parted in like man- 
ner from her husband, saw him last at the rail, beside Col. Astor. 
Walter M. Clark of Los Angeles, nephew of the Montana Senator, 
joined the line of men as his young wife, sobbing, was placed. in 
one of the craft. 

‘‘Let him come! There is room!’’ cried Mrs. Emi] Taussig, as 


the men of the White Star line motioned to her husband to leave 


her. It was with difficulty that he released her hold:to permit her 
to be led to her place. 

George B. Widener, who had been in Capt. Smith’s company a 
few minutes after the crash, was another whose wife was parted 
from him and lowered a moment later to the surface of the calm 
sea. 

Of Maj. Archie Butt, a favorite with his fellow tourists; of 
Charles M. Hays, president of the Grand Trunk; of Benj. Guggen- 
heim and of William T. Stead, no one seems to know. whether 
they tarried too long in their staterooms or whether they forbore 
to approach the fast-filling boats, none of them was in the throng 
which, weary hours afterward, reached the Carpathia. 


Rush of Steerage Men Checked With Pistols. 


Simultaneously on the upper decks of the ship the ropes 
ereaked. with the lowering of boats as they reached the water. 
Those in the boats saw what those on the decks could not see— 
that the Titanic was listing rapidly to starboard, and that her stern 
was rising at a portentious angle. A rush of steerage men toward 
the boats was checked by officers with revolvers in hand. | 

Some of the boats, crowded too full to give rowers a chance, 
drifted for a time. None had provisions or water; there was lack 
of covering from the icy air, and the only lights were the still un- 
dimmed ares and incandescents of the settling ship, save for one

THE ASSOCIATED PRESS SENDS 
HURD’S STORY ALL OVER WORLD 


HE story of the Titanic disaster by Carlos F, Hurd, a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, who was the only newspaper man in the world 
on board the Carpathia, was officially recognized and adopted 

by the Associated Press. The Associated Press telegraphed Mr. Hurd’s

As the end of the Titanic became manifestly but a matter of 
moments, the oarsmen pulled their boats away, and the chilling 
waters began to echo splash after splash as passengers and sailors 
in life preservers leaped over and started swimming away to escape 
the expected suction. Only the hardest of constitutions could en- 


dure for many minutes such a numbing bath. The first vigorous 
strokes gave way to heartbreaking cries of ‘‘Help’’ and stiffened 


forms were seen floating, the faces relaxed in death. 
Collapsible Boat Overturned as Liner Sinks. 


The last of the boats, a collapsible, was launched too late to 

get away and was overturned by the ship’s sinking. Some of those 
in it—all, say some witnesses—found safety on a raft or were 
ticked up by lifeboats. 
In the Marconi tower, almost to the last, the loud click of the 
sending instrument was heard over the waters. Who was receiving 
the message those in the boats did not know, and they would least 
of all have supposed that a Mediterranean-bound ship in the dis- 
tant South Atlantic track would be their rescuer. 

As the screams in the water multiplied, another sound was 
heard, strong and clear at first, then fainter in the distance. It was 
the melody of the hymn ‘‘Nearer, My God, to Thee,’’ played by the 
string orchestra in the dining saloon. Some of those on the water 
started to sing the words, but grew silent as they realized that for 
the men who played, the music was a sacrament soon to e consum- 
mated by death. The serene strains of the hymn and the frantic 
cries of the dying blended in a symphony of sorrow. 

Led by the green light, under the light of the stars, the boats 
drew away, and the bow, then the quarter, the stacks, and at last 
the stern of the marvel-ship of a few days before, passed beneath the 
waters. The great force of the ship’s sinking was unaided by any 
violence of the elements, and the suction, not so great as had been 
feared, rocked but mildly the group of boats now a quarter of mile 
distant from it. 

Sixteen boats were in the forlorn procession which entered on 
the terrible hours of rowing, drifting and suspense. Women wept 
for lost husbands and sons. Sailors sobbed for the ship which had 
been their pride. Men choked back tears and sought to comfort the 
widowed. Perhaps, they said, other boats might have put off in 
another direction toward the last. They strove, though none too 
sure themselves, to convince the women of the certainty that a rescue 
ship would appear. Early dawn brought no ship, but not long after 
5 a.m. the Oarpathia, far out of her path and making 18 knots 
instead of her wonted 15, showed her single red and black smoke- 
stack upon the horizon. In the joy of that moment the heaviest 
griefs were forgotten. 

Soon afterward, Capt. Rostrom and. Chief Steward Hughes 
were welcoming the chilled and bedraggled arrivals over the Car- 
pathia’s side. 

Other Disasters Shrink Before W orld-Catastrophe. 


Terrible as were the San Francisco, Slocum and Iroquois dis- 
asters, they shrink to local events in comparison with this world- 
catastrophe. 2 

True, there were others of greater qualifications and longer 
experience than I, nearer the tragedy—but they, by every token of 
likelihood, have become a part of the tragedy. The honored Stead, 
the adroit Jacques Futrelle, what might they not tell, were their 
hands able to hold a pencil? 

The silence of the Carpathia’s engines, the piercing cold, the 
clamor of many voices in the companion ways, caused me to dress 
hurriedly and awaken my wife at 5:40 a. m. Monday. Our stew- 
ardess, meeting me outside, pointed to a wailing host in the rear 
dining room and said, ‘‘From the Titanic—she’s at the bottom of 


the ocean.”’ 
At the ship’s side, a moment later, I saw the last of the line

“When the ship struck we were in our 
cabin. My husband went out on the 
deck to see what was the trouble. He 
came down and said we had hit an ice- 
berg, but that it did not amount to 
much. I said I was nervous. We went 
on deck for a walk. I made by hus- 
band promise if there was trouble ne 
woufd not make me leave him. An of- 
ficer came up and cried: ‘All women 
into the lifeboats.’ My husband and 1 
discussed it and the officer said: ‘You 
must obey orders.” We went down into 
the cabin and we decided to part, after 
talking about our baby. 

“‘He helped me put on warm things, 
and I got into a boat. We were well 





away from the steamer when it went 
down, but we heard the screams of the 
people left on the liner.

Many women refused to leave their husbands and steadfastly refused

Many husbands had to force their wives to leave them, Other wives refused 
to be forced and femained by the side of their husbands until the last. 


Lifeboat after lifeboat to the number of sixteen had been lowered 
way with their passengers. Suddenly there was a rush of water, then 
arkness. The once diamond-like ship had become a cinder. There were 


loud shouted orders, hoarse cries from the throats of the men, shrieks from 
women and then came the explosion. 


The water that had reached the engine room and stopped the dynamos, 


throwing the ship into darkness, had reached the boilers too, and the explo- 
sion followed. The Titanic sunk immediately. 


The first day aboard the Cafpathia, when all was excitement because of 


the rescue, the real awfulness of the tragedy was not realized. Every one 
w 
had come to the rescue and picked them up. 


ho had been separated from a relative or a friend believed that other boats 
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from whom they parted aboard the Titanic. 

It was s ship of tragedy that put back to New York and those of the 
Oarpathia who had witnessed it all, will never forget to their dying days the 
scenes of grief. Here wag a babe that had been rescued and whose father 
and mother had gone down with the Titanic. Here were two little French 
boys who had suddenly been made orphans. Here was a bride of two months 
who had been forced from her husband’s side to the lifeboats, and there 
was an aged woman, who had been torn from the side of her companion of 
years. Words can’t express the horrors, the tragedy of it all. I want to

TITANIC DESIGNER

LONDON, April 1.—Memorial services 
for the Titanic dead were held today 
in St. Paul’s Cathedral. Members of 
the Cabinet and of the diplomatic corps, 
among whom was Ambassador White- 
law Reid and Mrs. Reid, the Lord May- 
or and sheriffs of Lendon, and others, 
attended. The White Star and the In- 
ternational Mercantile Marine compa- 
nies also were represented. 

The whole congregation stood while a 
military band played the Dead March 
from Saul. Hundreds of women and 
men broke down, and sobs were audi- 
ble throughout the edifice. Alexander 
Carlisle, the designer of the Titanic, 
whe was in the congregation, was 80 
affected that he fainted and had to be 
carried out. 

A memorial service is to be held in 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, on Sun-

“I saw 
the raft tilt from where I was on the 
Carpathia’s deck. When it tilted at 
least half the persons on it were thrown 
into the sea and I did not see any of 
them saved.” 

Cheveret said he saw no cowardice 
among members of the crew and none 
among the men passengers. 

“I was. off the Titanic before there 
was any real panic,’”’ he added. “I will 
take off my hat to the English sea- 
men who went down with their ship 
and to the men who manned the life- 
boats. Every man of them was a man.” 


Objected to Lifeboat. 
John Snyder and his wife of Indianap- 


olis both told how the boiler of the 
Titanic exploded and tore the ship to 
pieces. 

‘‘We were in our stateroom and I was 
asleep,” Snyder said. “The jar that 
came when the ship struck the berg 
did not even awaken me, and later 
when my wife aroused me, we could 
hear persons running about the ship. 
Then a steward came and told us that 
there was danger and that we had bet- 
ter dres& at once. 

“We did dress and went on the sec- 
ond deck. There seemed no great ex- 
eitement among the passengers, al- 
though the officers of the ship were 
fiving orders to the crew to lower the 
lifeboats and were telling the passen- 
gers to get into them. 

“We were told to get Into @ hoat and 
we did, althougn at fhe time I much 
preferred staying on the Titanic. It 
looked safe on the Titanic and far from 
safe in the lifeboats. 

“Before we knew what was being 
done with us we were swung from 
the Titanic into the sea and then 
the boat was so crowded that the 
women lay on the bottom to give 
the crew a chance to row. We went 
about 200 yards from the Titanic. 
We could see nothing wrong except 
that the big boat seemed to be set- 
tling at the bow. Still we could 
not make ourselves believe that the 
Titanic would sink. 


“But the Titanic continued to 
settle and we could see the passen- 
gers plunging about the decks and 
hear their cries. We moved further 
away from the Titanic. Suddenly 
there came two sharp explosions as 
the water rushed into the boiler 
room and the boilers exploded. The 
Titanic was torn in two and foun- 


dered. 
“The explosions counteracted the 


effect of the suction made when the 
big boat went to the bottom. It is 
more than probable that this saved 
some of the lifeboats from being 
drawn to the bottom. Following the 
explosions we could see persons 
hanging to the side railings of the 
sinking boat. It is my opinion that 
many persons were killed by these 
explosions and were not drowned. 
Others of the passengers were tossed 
into the water. For an hour after 
the explosions we could see them 
swimming about in the water or 
floating on the life belts. We could 
hear their groans and their cries for 
help, but we dared not go to them. 
To have done this would have 
swamped our own boat, and every- 
body would have been lost. Several 
persons did float up to our boat and 
we took them on board. 

“After we had got aboard the 
Carpathia we did not see J.. Bruce 
Ismay until today. when he came on 
deck for a short time. He seemed 
badly broken up. You would hardly 
have known him.” 


Straus Pleads With Wife in Vain. 

That both Mr. and Mrs. Isidor Straus

The idea of 
the big Titanic sinking seemed to me 
ridiculous. I went back to my state- 
room, but all the while I could hear 
running and scampering on the upper 
decks. Soon a steward came to my 
door and yelled at me that the ship 
was sinking. Then I did put on @ life 
belt and went to deck B, 

“On the rear of the deck I met Mr. 
and Mrs. Straus. I heard him say to 
her, ‘Now, dear, I want you to do as I 
say and get on that next lifeboat.’ Mrs. 
Straus replied, ‘I have been begging you 
to get into one of the small boats since 
the first one was lowered and you have 
refused. I will get into this one if you 
will.’ 

‘Mr. Straus shook his head. It was 
very plain he had made up his mind to 
drown rather than take a place in the 
lifeboat, and there were not enough 
boats to go around. He had an arm 
about Mrs. Straus and hers was about 
him. They were in plain view of every- 
one in that part of the ship. The last 
lifeboat had gone and the Titanic was 
sinking fast. I dived into the water. 
Keeping afloat, I came upon a lifeboat. 
There were 87 persons on this boat, and 
I had no right to ask to be picked up, 
but I was picked up. 

Two or three life buoys were drawn 
under the Titanic and lost. When 
the boat began sinking everybody 
seemed to have gone insane. 

“Men and women fought, bit and 
scratched to be in line for the life- 
boats. Look at my black eye and 
cut chin. I got these in the fight.” 

Daniel was asked what was the con- 
dition of survivors when picked up from 
the lifeboats. ‘‘Horrible, horrible,” was 
the reply. ‘‘Every one of the persons 
rescued was on the open sea for hours. 
We had not a bite to eat. The wind 
coming over the sea of ice, and the 
great bergs, chilled us to the marrow. 
Several persons in the boats were fro- 
zen to death. After we,had been taken 
on the Carpathia I made it my business 
to have a talk with J. Bruce Ismay, 
whom Iknow What Mr. Ismay said to 
me 1 treat as confidential. Any state- 
ment he cares to make must come from 
him personally.’’ 

Mr. Beasley, one of the saved, told of 
his experience at some length. He was 
in his berth when, as he said, a “jar” 
came and he thought something had hit 
the propeller. He went up to the boat 
deck in a dressing gown and saw men 
playing cards in the smoking room. In- 
quiring of them, he was told that a 
huge iceberg had just passed alongside, 
and ns there had been a grazing blow, 
the engin’. had been stopped to inspect 
the hull ..r damage. The card game 
was resumed and Beasley went back to 
tus cabin to read. He never saw any of 
the players again. 

“Then came a general feeling of un- 
easiness,’ said Beasley, ‘‘and I found 
men and women hurrying to the upper 
decks. I dressed myself and went up 
again. To my surprise I found the ship 
tilted forward by the bow, and I guessed 
that some forward compartments had 
filled up and weighed her down. Sud- 
denly came the order: ‘All passengers 
oh deck ‘with’ life belts on.’ 


“IT was amazed and horrified, but 
proceeded to put on a belt. I was 


told and believed, that this was only 
a& precautionary measure, and when 
I. observed no signg of alarm among 
the officers or crew, I was some- 
what relieved. The ship was quite 
still, the sea quite calm, and there 
was nothing anywhere to indicate 
that a serious accident had occurred. 

“But a few minutes later they 
were taking the covers off the life- 
boats and I knew there was. some 
trouble. I saw the people pouring 
up the stairs and thought better of 
my first intention to go below for 
my clothing and valuables. Pres- 
ently came another order: ‘All men 
stand back away from the boats and 
all ladies retire to next deck be- 


low.’

“The boats were swung out and 
lowered to Deck B, where the 
women had gathered. They 
climbed in quietly, assisted by the 
sailors, but some of the women 
would not leave their husbands. 
There was no demonstration; they 
just hung to the arms of their be- 
loved ones and declined to leave. AS 
& matter of fact, few yet believed 
that danger wag imminent. 

“We saw the boats lowered to the 
water aft and slipping quietly into the 
darkness. Then the boats near me were 
lowered, the new ropes and_ blocks 
creaking horribly in the still air, and 
when they had taken all the women who 
would go, word came that the men 
wouid take to the boats on the starboard 
side. I was on the port side and stayed 
where Il was. The word was passed 
around, ‘Any more ladies,’ and when 
no answer came a sailor stepped toward 
me and grabbing my arm, bade me jump 
in. One or two other men did likewise, 
but the rest had made their way to 
starboard. Then we were lowered to 
the sea. 


“I shall never forget that sight. When 
we were afloat it was easy to see the 
great ship was sinking. We pulled away 
hurriedly, several sailors at the oars, 
and our boat was soon some distance 
from the Titanic. The women became 
hysterical, and we had all we could do 
to calm them. They realized for the 
first time that they had left their men- 
folk behind. 

“Our boat struck in the lowering, and 
one of the sailors cut the ropes with his 
knife. This was fortunate, tndeed, for 
we were being lowered directly into the 
exhaust steam from one of the condens- 
ers, Which would have flooded us. As 
it was, we got smartly away from the 
side. There were 60 or 70 in our boat, 
and the crew seemed to be cooks and 
stokers. A stoker was at the helm, and 
was our captain. 

“It was only about 1 o’clock then, a 
beautiful starlight night, and a sea as 
smooth as a millpond. We looked back at 
the Titanic as we moved away, and it 
was a wonderful sight. Her bulk was 
enormous and it seemed impossible that 
nything could be wrong with her. Every 
porthole was blazing with light, and 
her saloons were all aglow with elec- 
trics. We were two miles away when 
we noticed her settling rapidly, her bows 
and bridge under water. Then slowly, 
she tilted straight on end, and the 
lights went out, flashed again, and died 
again, 

“Then came a tremendous roar, as 
though all her machinery were loose 
and piling down through her, the 
wierdest sound imaginable, and pres- 
ently, in a slanting dive, the great 
Titanic disappeared below the water, 
and we were alone on the ocean. 


“There came to us an appalling 
cry—that of those siwmming in the 
icy sea. There were hundreds of 
them, and we longed to go to their 
rescue, but it was too far. We mea 
sang to keep the women from hear- 
ing those cries, and we are still all 
trying hard to forget them. 

“The rest is soon told. Daybreak 
found us drifting around, and soon 
the Carpathia came up and gathered 
us in. We sang and sang to keep 
our spirits up, and I must say our 
sailor lads tfied hard to make the 
women folk forget. Our welcome on 
the Carpathia was a glorious one, and 
and we can only thank Capt. Rostrom 
and his brave officers again and 
again for their kindly hearts.” 

There were equally persistent reports 
that several pistol shots were heard as 
the boats were being lowered, and it is 
believed that the various rumors have 
been built around the supposed sounds 
of shooting. Some of the cooler headed 
among the survivors declared that they 
believed the supposed pistol shots were 
merely sounds of breaking electric 
globes or similar noises mistaken for 
shots. 

But all agreed that the order main- 
tained by thé officers and crew of the 
Titanic was remarkable. There was 
complaint that the number of lifeboats 
was insufficient, but only praise was 
given to the endeavors of Capt. Smith 
and his subordinates to make the mest 
of what they had in the way of life 
saving. 

Curieus Ones Get te Pier. 

Despite the elaborate precautions to 
keep away from the pier, men having 
no business there, it was noticeable that 
several persons wearing sheriff's badges 
had worked their way into the pier 
through the cordon of police and cus- 
toms officials. These men roamed 
around in a semi-official way, question- 
ing everybody, but apparently without 
any business or reason for being there. 
The four rescued officers of the Titanic 
were kept aboard the Red Star liner 
Lapland last night. They refused to 
talk to reporters or anyone else, saying 
hey were under instructions to give no 
information to anyone save the Senate 
Committee. 

The Carpathia was revictualized and 
coaled during the nfght and will sail at 
4 o’clock this afternoon. 

Mrs. Turrell Cavendish, daughter of 
Henry Siegel, was brought to the Hotel 
Majestic from the Carpathia’s pier last 
night. She lost her husband, but saved 
her 2-year-old daughter. The following 
story of her experiences was told: 


“T have seen few nights at sea that 
were clearer than Sunday night. When 
my husband and I retired at 10:30, we 
spoke about its beauty. It was about 
12 o'clock that we were awakened by a 
crash and the sudden stopping of the 
boat. My husband told me to put on 
some clothes and follow him to the deck. 
I rushed up the stairways with the hun- 
dreds of others. The stewards teld us 
the ship was absolutely unsinkable. 

“Twenty minutes later came that awful 
cry, ‘Save your lives!’ There was a mad 
rush for the boats. My husband told 
me to get into a lifeboat with the little 
girl, saying he would walt a little while. 
I kissed him and said ‘good-by.’ I was 
put into the second boat, together with 22

Survivors declare that 
Mrs. Astor begged her husband to join 
her in the lifeboat he had insisted upon 
lifting her into, but that he declined re- 
peatedly. 

The parting of Col. Astor and Mrs. 
Astor was pathetic, the survivors say. 
Mrs. Astor wanted to remain on the 
Titanic with her husband, but he would 
not listen to it. He literally forced his 
wife into the boat, the passengers say. 

Mrs, Astor Frantic. 

One of the rescued who saw Col. As- 
tor and his bride part is Mrs. Jacques 
Futrelle, who says that Mrs. Astor was 
frantic and that her husband had to 
jump into the lifeboat four times as it 
swung from the davits and assure her 
that he would be rescued later. 

After. the fourth time, Mrs. Futrelle 
said, he jumped back on the deck of the 
sinking ship and the lifeboat bearing 
his bride was lowered and made off. 

Mrs. G. E. Stengel of Newark, N. J., 
is another of the Titanic’s passengers 
who pays tribute to the. bravery- of Coll. 
Astor. 

“TI saw Col. Astor from the time they 
began lowering the lifeboats,’”’ she said. 
“I have never seen such bravery. It 
was in his power to have got into the 
first boat that was lowered, had he 
chosen to, but he did not choose. His 
wife: did not want to leave him and 
was begging to be allowed to stay on 
the Titanic,

The Porte has proclaimed:a blockade 
of the Dardanelles. 

The Italians fired 180 shells but the 
forts were only slightly damaged. Fire 
broke out on one Italian warship, struck 
by a Turkish shell, and she was obliged 
to retire from action. 

The Italians also bombarded Samco for 
three and a half hours, but the casualty 
list on the Turkish side consisted of one 
Turk killed and another wounded. 

The Governors of Mitylene and Rhodes 
report that the Italians fired several 
shots at those islands. Altogether 39 
Italian vessels were engaged in the vari- 
ous operations. 

Thirty-four of these were torpedo 
boats, the others cruisers or battleship. 
The firing was at about 8000 yards range.

PEORIA, Ill., April 19.—With Mayor 
Kern of Belleville, a Sullivan supporter, 
acting as temporary chairman, and with 
National Committeeman Roger C. Sulli- 
van in personal command of the situa- 
tion, the State Democratic convention 
at the Coliseum was opened this after- 
noon. 

Mayor Harrison of Chicago, with his 
Cook County delegation and some down- 
state followers held a convention at a 
skating rink, several squares from the 
Coliseum, where they proceeded to or- 
ganize, adopt a platform and select a 
list of delegates to the national con- 
vention in opposition to the Sullivan 
convention. 


404 Refuse to Vote. 
When the roll call on temporary chair- 


man in the Sullivan convention was 
taken, George Brennan of Cook County 
announced that the 404 men in the Chi- 
cago delegation would refrain from vot- 
ing. The down-State delegates then pro- 
ceeded to elect the chairmen. Calhoun, 
Douglas, Greene, Morgan, Piatt, Put- 
nam, Randolph, Stark, Shelby, Edwards, 
Jersey, Jasper and Macon counties did 
not vote ro polled only a fraction of 
their delegates. 

A large delegation of suffragists, led 
by Mrs. Catherine Waugh McCulloch of 
Chicago and Miss Mildred J. McGrew of 
Peoria arrived at the opening of the 
Sullivan convention and took seats on 
the speaker’s platform. The chairman 
at once ordered all delegates to cease 
smoking.

BANK OF COMMERCE 
WINS IN LOAN SUIT 


Judge Finds Against Plaintiff, but 
Wants to Look Up Law for 
Defendant. 


The suit of John M. somes of 5943 
Bartmer avenue, former president of the 
Western Glass Bending Co., against the 
National Bank of Commerce and W. B. 
Cowen, its vice-president, was heard Fri- 
day by Judge Hitchcock. The suit is for 
an accounting of the sale of 74 shares of 
stock in the glass company, which 
Gomes had given the bank as security 
for a loan. 

The loan, which amounted to $13,400, 
was made in 1898. In addition to the 
glass company shares, Gomes gave the 
bank four and one-half shares of stock 
in the Union Sand Co. and a deed he 
held as security for a loan of $10,000. 
The bank still has the sand company 
stock. 

In 190 the deed and glass company 
stock were sold for $6000. Gomes thinks 
the stock did not bring what it was 
worth. It was bought by Joseph A. Mc- 
Menamy, who was the only bidder. 

zomes alleges that after McMenamy 
got the stock he was in control of the 
company, and proceeded to oust Gomes 
from the presidency and have himself 
elected. 

The bank made a counter claim of 
$6300 against Gomes on notes. Judge 
Hitchcock, after hearing the case, said 
he found nothing in the evidence on 
which he could base.a verdict for the 
plaintiff, but that he wished to look up 
the law regarding whether the defendant 
could recover on its counterclaim, the

HURD'S NARRATIVE 
TIED TO ABUOY. |S 
THROWN TOA TUG 


Post-Dispatch Man’s Story Being 
Telegraphed to St. Louis 
Before a Passenger Lands. 


Correspondent Has to Fight Way 
to Rail and Jackie Helps 
Get Message Over. 


NEW YORK, April 19.—Never did a 
story of horror and disaster come into 
New York more strangely and silently 
than the chronicle of the greatest dis- 
aster of history slipped down the At- 
lantic Coast and into the waters of 
New York harbor. The Dalgelline, the 
swiftest of harbor tugs, had been char- 
tered by the Post-Dispatch and at day- 
break was cruising down the lower bay. 

A wireless operator in the employ of 
the Post-Dispatch was stationed at 
Sandy Hook searching the seas for 
news which would give this newspaper 
the most accurate news possible, so that 
the earliest connection might be made 
with the Carpathia and the dispatches 
written by @arlog F. Hurd, the Post- 
Dispatch’s correspondent on the Car- 
pathia, might be brought to the city 
as soon as possible. 

Messages Misleading. 

The wireless clicked all day long with- 
out an answer from the Carpathia, ex- 
cept now and then a report of the rate 
of her approach, which on her sudden 
appearance later was plainly intended 
to be misleading. From nearly a score 
of other ships came bewildered state- 
ments that with their strong wireless 
equipment they had bombarded the Car- 
pathia all day with requests for news 
and had offered to relay all dispatches 
for her. Invariably they reported that 
they had been told by the Carpathia that 
she was able to send out only com- 
mercial messages from her own pas- 
sengers and survivors of the Titanic and 
had no time for giving news. 

A fleet of newspaper boats set out 
from Sandy Hook to meet the Carpathia , 
when she slackened speed at Ambrose 
Lightship to take the pilot aboard. On 
the Carpathia’s report of her progress 
they had an hour to spare before she 
could possibly appear. 

Ship Races Up the Bay, 

It was on the verge of dusk. The 
Heost- -Dispatch tug lead- 
fh®, was sca + cl da at the low gray 
curving headland when a pall of 
black smoke was sighted with 
the Carpathia, easily recognizable by 
her single smoke stack, and four masts, 
scooting along under it.

the arms of the chief of the Post-Dis- 
patch New York Bureau, who had been 
directing the long fighting chase for the 
first news. 
There was a big cheer from the pas- 
sengers and then another. Three min- 
utes later it was ashore. Ten minutes 
before the gangplank was run out from 
the Carpathia to the plier it was 
being telegraphed to the Post-Dis- 
patch.

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THE FACTS ABOUT THE TITANIC. 
_ Readers of the Post-Dispatch are fortunate that | © 
Carlos F. Hurd of the Post-Dispatch staff was 
aboard the Carpathia and gives the facts of the 
sinking of the Titanic accurately, graphically, as 
no one else can ever get them, from the survivors 
of crew-and passengers, just as they told it with the 
horror fresh stamped upon their minds. The length 
to which the steamship officials went to suppress 
real news of the catastrophe is shown by the at- 
tempt to restrain Mr. Hurd by force from tossing 
his manuscript to the Post-Dispatch boat, which 
met the Carpathia off Sandy Hook. Fortunately, 
he was able to fight his way to the rail, and the 
Post-Dispatch was thus able to give the first full 
newsof the greatest disaster of the high seas to 
the public long before the Carpathia docked. 

The Post-Dispatch is gratified to have been able 
to perform this service for the peopie of St. Louis, 
who have waited since Monday morning for the 
news that steamship owners suppressed, regard- 
less of the public right to information, and the 
unnecessary torture to anxious hearts. 

No words can add to the horror and pathos of 
the bare recital of the facts. The civilized world 
is stricken with grief and indignation. The testi- 
mony of the survivors verifies all that was sus- 
pected of the criminal negligence of the steam- 
ship company in failing to provide adequate life- 
arms apparatus. Mr. Ismay’s cowardice and 
selfishness in using his authority to assure his own 
safety give a sinister aspect to his own part in 
the tragedy. The suppression of the news in the 


rights of anxious, grief-stricken friends and rela- 
tives of the passengers and crew merely increases 
the burden of just indignation which is heaped 


upon the White Star Line president and his as- 
sociates. . 


The folly of speed competition was the primary 
cause of the disaster. 

‘The proof of the magnificent heroism of men 

who, unlike Mr. Ismay, stood uside and faced 
death calmly to assure: the safety of women and 
children, supplies the only gleam of light in the 
somber horror. 
It is a pity that so great a sacrifice of human 
life should have been necessary to awaken the 
world to the gross defects of marine regulations 
and the menace of the greedy, blind competition 
of steamship lines. But there is some compensa- 
tion in the assurance that better safeguards will 
be enforced in the future. 

Can’t understand why that French aviator who 
killed himself by dropping his machine 1000 feet 
didn’t take up on the trip the lady with whom 


he had quarreled seriously enough to inspire sui- 
cide. 
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AN EMERGENOY THAT DEMANDS ACTION. 
The -ratiroad ‘@hgineers compose an organiza- 
tion of great poWer and wide . scope. If the 
railroads cannot come to terms with them and 
a strike impends, the country will face an emer- 
gency that justifies extraordinary measures of pre- 
vention. 

Competent engineers. are necessary to insure 
safety of passengers and the handling of mails 
on schedule. The operation of trains is a vital 
part of commercial activity, wh..u a strike would 
paralyze. Quite apart from the justice ot .uwe de- 
mands of the engineers and the unyielding atti- 
tude of the railroad’ managers, the public has 
rights in the matter of such public service agents 
ae the railroads. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission is em- 
powered by the Srdmaan act to investigate con- 
ditions when a railroad '\strike is threatened, and 
see that the facts are made public. It should 
not delay. The engineers announce that they will 
tie up every industry in the country to teach 
the railroads a lesson. The railroads plead that 
they. cannot increase wages of present earn- 
ings, and that they cannot raise rates without per- 
mission of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
Dangerous as the principle of government regu- 
latioti of wages may be, the case of the loco- 
motive engineers is before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission practically on that very basis. 
When the nead of the engineers calmly proposes 
to leave New York City without a pound of 
food within a week after the strike begins, the 
possibilities are alarming. Such an emergency 
Warrants unusual and imperative action to avert 
the strike. 








Many of the Americans lost in the Titanic dis- 
aster are said to have had a presentment before 
going abroad of calamity befalling them before 
their return. Such presentments are not uncom- 
mon before going to sea, especially in the case of 
women. Only once in many thousands of times 
are such presentments fulfilled. 
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FIXING WAGE SCALES BY LAW. 

“The miners got the minimum wage; why not 
Others?” said the London shop employes at a big 
labor meeting in Trafalgar Square. So said Lon- 
don bartenders at the meeting. So said the milk- 
men. So said butchers. and bakers and candle- 
stick makers. 

What answer can the Ministry return to so dif- 
ficult a question? They might eontend that only 
those engaged in the extra-hazardous employ- 
ments should have the protection of a minimum 
against grasping employers. Even that 
would make it necessary to regulate by act of 
Parliament the pay of a great percentage of the 
wage-working class, the army of railroad men, 
those who work among machinery, the structural 
workers, those exposed to many deadly occupa- 
tional diseases. Really, having fixed the point be- 
low which miners’ pay may not legally be de- 
creased, how can the Ministry have the face to 
refuse the same protection to quarrymen? 
The Trafalgar Square demand illustrates per- 
plexities in adapting old codes to modern social 
and especially modern industrial problems. To

Here ‘in St. Louis an effort is being 
made to conquer the mosquito. The 
Post-Dispatch announces that the 
Health Department has given ase*urance 
of co-operation, but more than this is 
needed. The Health Department must 
assume charge of the work and énter 
into it with all seriousness, it must 
secure the co-operation of the Police 
Department, the sentiment of the public 
must be aroused and public interest be- 
come a factor. Worse things. might 
happen that to see the numerous bri- 
gades of the Boy Scouts waging war- 
fare on the mosquito, rats and filth; 
with the right kind of a leader it could 
be accomplished and to good purpose, 
the boys would enter into the spirit of 
the thing quite as readily as they do in 
their “hikes” and their ‘“‘first aid.”

Misrepresentation. 


HOUTS MAKES STATEMENT 


Tells How He Became Connected 
With the Corporation as 
Attorney. 


Directors of the East Side Supply Co. 
are considering whether, in view of ad- 
verse court decisions they will proceed 
with the organization of the company 
or go into liquidation and refund the 
money sent in by stock investors. 

United States District Attorney Houts 


the company. 

Julius Heineman and others applied 
for an injunction to restrain the East 
Side Supply Co. from acquiri:g stock of 
the Citizens’ Plate Ice Cold Storage Co. 
of Belleville. Judge Crow, in the Belle- 
ville Circuit Court, granted a temporary 
injunction, Dec: 4 last, and made the 
injunction permanent, Feb. 11. In his 
written decision, Judge Crow said: 

“The court finds that the defendant 
East Side Supply Co., threugh ts 
agents Orla M. Hill and H. W. German, 
and also through its prospectus, made 
false fraudulent and deceptive repre- 
sentations to deceive the complainant 
and thereby get him to exchange his 
stock in the Citizen’s Plate Ice and 
Cold Storage Co. for stock in the East 
Side Supply Co.’’ 

Acquired Only Option. 

The false representation was said to 
be that the East Side Supply Co. hal 
acquired a majority of the stock of 
the Plate Ice company, whereas it had 
acquired only options on the stock and 
could not legally acquire the stock 
because the East Side Supply Co. was 
organized under the laws of North 
Dakota. Judge Crow ruled ‘that the 
law prohibits a foreign corporation 
from holding stock in an Illinois cor- 
poration. 

Judge David Keefe of East St. Louis, 
who represented the East Side Supply 
Co, in the litigation, said the only issue 
raised before Judge Crow was as to 
whether the company, a foreign corpor- 
ation, could acquire stock in the Belle- 
ville company. The decision, he said 
did not contain a general charge of 
fraud. 





Houts’ Statement. 

District Attorney Houts made public 
this written statement: 

“About a year ago a client of mine, 
who, with some Belleville gentlemen, 
had organized a corporation called the 
East Side Supply Co., asked me to be- 
come attorney for fhe company and to 
act as secretary until a permanent or- 
ganization could be effected. These gen 
tlemen had acquired control of tw: 
ice companies operating in  Belleviil: 
and had planned to build a cold storag: 
plant there with a branch in East St. 
Louis. 

“I had confidence in these gentlemen 
and still believe in their honest inten- 
tions. 

“The company had barely made a 
start toward organization when it be- 
came involved in litigation over its title 
to a large quantity of stock of one of 
the Belleville ice companies which had 
been transferred to it. On a preliminary 
hearing of this lawsuit the decision was 
adverse to the company and in favor 
of the former owner of the stock, who 
had up to that time been an active pro- 
moter of the company. As I understand 
it this lawsuit has never been heard on 
its merits. 


; Nothing to Do Witb Sale. 
“I have been so engaged that I have 


had no time to look after the litigation. 
Judge Keefe of East St. Louis has been 
employed for that purpose. I had noth- 
ing to do with the sale of the small 
amount of stock which actually was 
sold. 

‘I am informed that only about 
$2400 in cash was paid in on stock. 
In addition to this some vacant lots 
in East St. Louis, valued at $8000, 
were exchanged for stock in the 
company. This represents all the 
cash and property received from 
stockholders outside of those who 
were organizing the company. 

“I had never heard until yesterday 
that the company was charged with 
being fraudulent. I still believe that 
everyone connected with the com- 
pany acted in good faith. Anthony 
F,. Ittner, director and vice-president 
of the Night and Day Bank of St. 
Louis, was president of the company. 
8 H. Wyss, president of the Alton 
Banking & Trust Co., was a director 
and vice-president. W. & White, 
cashier and vice-president of the 
Night and Day Bank, was treasurer. 


All Men of Standing 
“G. A. Orth, adjuster for the Travel- 


er’s Insurance Co., was assistant treas-. 
urer, and George W. Henderson was is- 
sistant secretary. These gentlemen were 
all men of standing and integrity, and 
I am sure they were as innocent of be- 
ing parties to fraud or misrepresentation 
as I was.” 

Houts added verbally that he has nev- 
er received a dollar from the company.

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WOMAN SUES 


FORMER WELLSTON 
MAYOR'S ESTATE 


Myra J. Roberts Declares She Is 
the Daughter of Charles J. 
Roberts. 


A suit to petition the estate of Charles 
J. Roberts, former Mayor of Wellston, 
who died Dec. 11, 1911, and to eject a 
tenant from a 25-acre tract north of 
Overland Park, St. Louis County, was 
filed Friday at Clayton by attorneys rep- 
resenting Myra J. Roberts, who is said 
to reside in New Orleans. 

The defendants are Roberts’ widow, 
Ida R. Roberts, their sen Stanley, a 
minor, and Frederick Hollenberg, the 
tenant. The whole estate is believed by 
heirs to be worth about $75,000, the tract 
near Overland Park being valued alone 
at $35,000. 

Woman Makes Claim. 

The petition sets forth that Myra J. 
Roberts is a half-sister of Stanley Rob- 
erts, the son, although this alleged re- 
lationship is not understood by Roberts’ 
acquaintances in St. Louis County, none 
of whom had ever heard that he was 


_| married twice. 


The first count of the petition asks 
possession of an undivided one-third in- 
terest in the estate, $1000 damages for 
alleged illegal withholding, and $100 
rental for each month from the time of 
rendering judgment until possession is 
obtained. 

Should the Court not favor a partition, 
it is requested to make a sale of the 
property, appoint a special commissioner 
and award the petitioner a “rightful 
share’ of the money collected since Rob- 
erts’ death. 

Roberts left no will, and his widow 
took possession of the estate as admin- 
istratrix, Dec. 27, 1911. An inventory 
filed in the Clayton Probate Court shows 
that Roberts owned five parcels of land 
besides the one near Overland Park, 
and had $7451 worth of personal property. 
Mrs. Roberts and her son reside at 
Kienlen and Cote Brilliante avenues, 
Wellston. : fi 

Another Version. 

Clayton friends of the Roberts family 
said they understood that Myra J. Rob- 
erts was taken from an orphan asylum 
by Roberts many years ago, but was 
not adopted by him.

HIGH COST OF LIVING 
- BLOW TO DAN CUPID 


Kansas County’s Decline in Mar- 
riage Licenses Traced to This 
Cause by Official. 


peer CITY, Kan., April 19.—The 
high cost of living appears to be hav- 
ing a very bad effect on the marriage 
market in Wyandotte County, accord- 
ing to H. B. McPherson, marriage li- 
cense clerk in the office of the Probate 
Judge. 

In comparing his records for the first 
quarter of 1912 with the first quarter of 
last year, Mr. McPherson found that 75 
fewer licenses had béen issued this year 
than last. This decrease was so un- 
usual that McPherson began an investi- 
gation of the causes. He came to the 
conclusion that it was the high cost of 
living that did it. For the first quarter 
of 1911, 276 licenses were issued and in 
the first quarter of 1912 there were only 
201. 

“T find corroboration for this belief,’’ 
McPherson said, “in the fact that an 
increasing number of the divorce suits 
that are brought are on the ground of 
thé husband’s failure to provide. I find 
also, by inquiry among furniture deal- 
ers and grocery men, that there is con- 
stant complaint about the cost of house- 
hola goods and foodstuffs. 

‘g have inquired among laboring men 
also and I find that while it costs them 
more to live, that, in general, wages are 
no higher for unskilled men than they 
were two or three years ago. It is 
among this class of men that there is 
the largest falling off in marriages, and 
my investigations would tend to show 
that stationary wages and increasing 
cost of living are driving the laboring 
man into a state of celibacy.”

ROYALTY PARTIAL TO 
AMERICAN DENTISTRY 


BRUSSELS; April 19.—The annual 
convention of American dentists in Eu- 
rope brought nearly all of them to Brus- 
sels and also a number of Europeans 
who hold diplomas from American den- 
tal colleges. 

In dentistry more than any other pro- 
fession, the skill of the American is 
clearly beyond that of the European. 
This is so generally admitted that many 
European dentists go to America for a

Broomhall’s Liverpool cable said: 
“The disappointing American closing 
yesterday and forecast of large world’s 
shipments this week other than Ameri- 
ca, togetherswith heavy Argentine ship- 
ments, particularly to the United King- 
dom, were offset here by heavy cover- 
ing by shorts and the market opened 
firm and %d to %*d higher, with May 
leading. The strength was due _ to 
numerous sales of Australian cargoes 
late yesterday, and an official announce- 
ment that the Dardanelles has been 
closed following a bombardment.

The big central counties 
south of the river (Cooper, Salina, La+, 
fayette and Jackson) show only mod- 
erate winter killing, . 10 per cent, 
but the plant is small stand and condi- 
tion not above 7. Have not seen a real- 
ly good field between St. Louis and 
Kansas City, while have seen fields en- 
tirely or partially seeded to oats. If 
balance of State has gone back since 
Government report as much as these big 
river counties, half a crop or less for 
issouri. 
ge John Inglis wired: ‘“‘With the 
exception of limited areas in the south- 
ern sections of Illinois, Indiana and 
Ohio, present prospects of the wheat 
crop at this date are more unfavorable 
than I have seen them for the past & 
years. The abandoned acreage in these 
states will approximate 4,000,000 acres. 
The balance of acreage left standing 
might, with an pene favorable 
season, make 75 per cent 0 crop. The 
weather during the t two weeks bas 
been all that could desired to bring 
out best results.
